Awnrditijr tlic Hcjfettu Prizes. 


SARATOGA, July 15. 


At about twelve o'clock, last night, the

FORECASTING THE END OF EPIDEMICS.—In 


the year 1SGG Dr. Parr foretold the impend- 
ing decline of the cattle plague in England, 
from a discussion of the weekly list of cases. 
The number of weekly cases was stili in- 
creasing at tho limo, but ho noticed a de- 
crease iu tho rato of weekly increase, and as 
the coutiuuenco of this would eoou bring 
the number of attacks to a maximum, he 
concluded that the turning point was near. 
Dr. Evans has lately been investigating tbe 
behavior of cholera and scarlet fever in Lon- 
don, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
this method of prognostication was not ca- 
pable of more extensive USD, and what were 
tho best weeks in tho course of an epidemic 
for forming an opinion. Ho constructed 
charts of tho weekly reports of these dis- 
eases, and found that thoro wore several 
coincidences between these charts tmd the 
calculated piogress of Ihe disease, 
But ho 


was not able lo determine what wag the 
best period for basing calculations upon. 
Tho rate of increase was found to vary very 
much in tho earlier and latter stages of an 
epidemic, and he could only say that tho 
rate varied most irregularly in tho carlior 
weeks, and that therefore tho latter weeks 
offered the best ground for predictions. This 
result is disappointing, as it shows that tho 
significant period of au epidemic is confined 
to tolerably strict limits,and if these nre ex- 
ceeded at either end .by oven one week, 
considerable inaccuracies iu tho results may 
follow. Especially is it unfortunate that tbo 
early weeks of an epidemic do not pernnt 
of safe prophetical circulations.—f'*Scien- 
tific Miscellany," in The Galaxy for July.
